Some criticism ha s 
been offered beca use more work ha s 
not been a ccomplished in the wa y of 
ena cting la ws, but it is not customa ry 
to pa ss a ny bill during the first fort­ 
night except the one a ppropria ting 
money for the expeditures of the ses­ 
sion. 
It a lwa ys requires considera ble time 
to orga nize. Ma ny bills ha ve been in­ 
troduced a nd a re now in the ha nds of 
the va rious committees. 
Ma ny of 
them will be reported out this week, 
severa l being reported toda y. 
It re 
quires time, however, for ca reful con­ 
sidera tion of the weighty ma tters on 
ha nd, so it need surprise no one if 
neither house pa sses a ny of the im 
porta nt 
mea sures during the next 
month. 
The fina l a rra ngements were ma de 
toda y for the election of two United 
Sta tes sena tors tomorrow. There will 
be twenty-three speeches on the Re­ 
publica n side a nd twelve from the 
Democra ts, a verita ble flow of ora tory. 
This will consume the entire da y to­ 
morrow’. so It is possible tha t Sena tor 
Beveriflge a nd Sena tor-to-be Hemen- 
wa y will not ha ve a n opportunity to 
express their tha nks before Wednes 
da y morning.

After havin g Rosseau un d er fire all 
aftern oon , the police classed him as 
an “American patriotic fan atic.”

prison er gave n o in formation volun ­ 
tarily to the police, ad m ittin g on ly 
those thin gs which the police had fas­ 
ten ed upon him. Both the Washin gton 
an d New York authorities wan t the 
man , an d it is probable that he will be 
turn ed over to the police of the latter 
city . 
The appreuen sion of Rosseau was
